philosopher. Hence, one must analyze recognition the saintly educators. 


his work and study his letters, his 
School Management, his meditations and 
his exposition the Common Rule discover the elements 
that constitute his philosophy education. But especially 
must one understand his philosophy life; otherwise his 
philosophy education will unintelligible. Such study 
the purpose this brief paper. However, the subject 
comprehensive that must accept justifiable limitations 
clearly presented famous Catholic educator, Rev. Dr. 

According Father Hovre Philosophy and Education, 
“The philosophy education investigates the fundamental 
problems philosophy the light education and the funda- 
mental problems education the light philosophy.” But, 
“The Philosophy education need not conceived em- 
bracing either the whole philosophy the whole educa- 
tion, but dealing only with the basic principles these two 
departments knowledge. For our purpose will suffice 
note that the core philosophy found the concep- 
tion life which upholds; the core education the ideal 
intellectual and moral training proposes.” These limita- 
tions suppose that the primary end education is, according 
Pope Pius XI, and St. Salle’s philosophy led him 
view the problems, the formation Christian character: “By 
their fruit you shall know them.” Briefly, then, will ex- 
amine the “ideal intellectual and moral training” proposed 
St. Salle well the “conception life” proposed 
for himself and for his pupils. 


St. Salle’s Philosophy Life 
One’s philosophy life based “the convictions, ideals, 
and motives” that guide his life. Thus, Dupanloup, Newman, 
St. Salle professed Catholic philosophy life, theory 
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totalitarian state. The bonds between 
one’s philosophy one‘s educa- 
tional theories are intimately inter- 
woven that separation impossible. St. Salle’s philosophy 
education must, then, sought his philosophy life. 
Faith the key understanding St. Salle’s inter- 
pretation life, analysis his work, his objectives, his 
motives. His characteristic virtue was faith, faith that tran- 
scended mere belief and convictions. true, “reason 
presupposition faith.” his theological and graduated 
courses, St. Salle must have become imbued with the 
reasonableness faith, must have reached later such perfec- 
tion the practice faith that can truly say longer 
needed reason enable him live the higher plane 
faith. Faith, and its corollary, hope and trust God, prac- 
ticed heroic degree; for example, when distributed his 
patrimony the poor and resigned his canonry embrace 
with his disciples life voluntary poverty. His faith reached 
such sublime perfection that could see Jesus Christ the 
tattered urchins French cities; could obey, and urge his 
disciples obey superiors blindly the representatives 
God could live the presence God, see God all things, 
have God view all his actions. live this sublime 
plane urged his disciples whom assigned faith the 
motivating spirit their Institute. Characteristically, the em- 
blem his Institute star surrounded the motto “Sig- 
num Fidei.” His faith was simple, childlike: “Unless you 
become little children. doubt, the simplicity his 
faith, the sincerity his convictions, the loftiness his ideals, 
and the purity his motives captivated children and enabled 
him transform them into young Christian gentlemen. Such 
the testimony his contemporaries. Herein resembled 
the Divine Master who “Suffer the little children come 
unto Me.” St. Salle’s predilection was for the poor and 
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underprivileged. The desire bring these souls Christ 
the underlying motive his educational philosophy for zeal 
for the salvation others must accompany such faith 
evidenced the life St. Salle. These “convictions, ideals, 
and motives” are the criteria his philosophy life. 


Bases His Philosophy Life 

“Philosophy should present conception life that firmly 
St. Salle’s philosophy life founded 
revelation, theology, experience, common sense. Reason and 
faith agreed establishing hierarchy values his philos- 
ophy life. Time loaned us, and material things are given 
means our ultimate end; hence viewed all things 
the light eternity. His profound respect for revealed truth 
manifest the article the Rules which requires the 
Brothers always carry the New Testament, and read 
portion every day their knees. man such faith 
would logically seek the answer the first great philosophical 
“Let make man our image and likeness.” Man has been 
created God and bears his soul the image the Deity. 
So, too, revelation and theology tell the fall man, his 
Redemption, his final destiny perfect happiness the 
beatific vision God. 


Educational Implications His Philosophy 

But what are the educational implications for St. Salle 
this theological doctrine the nature man, his fall, his 
end, his First, the inclination evil pupils may 
checked and their sanctification procured “by prayer, in- 
struction, vigilance, and good example.” Here St. 
Salle Catholic traditionalist well Catholic realist. 
such, his philosophy far removed from that Rousseau 
who believed the innate goodness the child and sought 
protect him from the corrupting influences society; from 
that the Pragmatists and Experimentalists who would allow 
the child learn good through experience applying the law 
satisfying compensation; from that advocates the 
philosophy choosing the interesting exemplified the 
child-centered schools. St. Salle sought freedom, perfection 
through discipline that was firm but kind. Being realist, 
knew that children were not angels though destined 
saints. Consequently his discipline was both repressive and 
stimulating. But was sensible and humane preferred 
prevent faults. his “Meditation” for March asks his 
disciples “Are you vigilant over their conduct prevent 
them from committing the least evil during the time they are 
under your supervision, and you give them the means 
persevering virtuous habits after they have been taken from 
your guardianship?” compares the mission Christian 
teachers that the guardian angels. the same “Medita- 
tion” writes, “He has made the visible guardian angels 
the children, preserve them from dashing their foot 
against the stone scandal, and enable them achieve 
their end.” Here have the keynote his philosophy 
education from the theological viewpoint and also the funda- 
mental reason for the organization his religious Institute. 

While St. Salle was realist his knowledge child 
nature, was also idealist his appreciation the pos- 
sibilities found that nature. These views are not contradic- 
tory; both are necessary for the complete understanding 
the child. The soul the child comes from God, and after 
regeneration baptism, stamped with the seal the Maker. 
St. Salle tells us: “Your faith should make you honor the 
person Jesus Christ your pupils.” This 
idealistic view the child the basic principle Christian 
education for “the primary source the Christian love 


the child, and the motive force back the whole work 


Christian education” (de Hovre). Moreover, this idealistic 


view the child our basis for respect for the child. 


respect him, not matter sentiment, but for what 


and for what destined become. his 
for January St. Salle exhorts “Appreciate the honor 
being charged with the education children. Look 
them children God. more careful them than they 
were sons kings. See them the members Jesus 


and honor Him their person.” 


From this view the child derived not only the Catholic 


idea respect for the child, but also the Catholic idea 
authority. God the Creator, the Master human life. Man 


the creature, being dependent One over and above 


Man must humble himself before his Creator. Yet not 
slave nor plaything the Creator, but one endowed 
nature with free will, and grace with supernatural des. 
one stamped with the image the Deity and bound 
Him bonds love; for “God not only above man, 
man.” These two ideas authority and loving respect 
explain the relations man God, and furnish the basic rela- 
tionship between child and teacher. 

From considerations derived the loftiness the 
mission the Catholic educator and the importance reli- 
gious instruction the logical means attaining success 
that mission. Brother filled with the spirit his state,” 
says the School Management, “will regard the teaching 
Catechism the noblest his functions since associates 
him with Jesus Christ who passed the greater part His life 
evangelizing the poor.” How truly the Catholic school 
regarded the novitiate Christianity, holy nursery, 
asylum where youth protected, and equipped with spir- 
itual armor. 

But St. Salle was more than theorist. realized that 
unless religious instruction was vitalized, made function 
the life the child, religious education would bear lasting 
fruit. Important implications for the teacher are found this 
principle. one can give what has not. the teacher 
bring the pupils God, himself must close God 
through prayer and meditation. St. Salle says: “You 
will effect good souls only proportion your love for 
retirement, mortification, and mental prayer.” “You would 
little good among children you did not possess the spirit 
prayer.” But good example most essential. tells us: “We 
cannot instruct our pupils better than edifying them. Let 
practice before their eyes what are trying teach them.” 
And find this prescription the Common Rules his Con- 
gregation: “The Brothers shall study give their pupils 
continual example modesty and the other virtues that 
their conduct may always model for them and diffuse 
everywhere the good odor Jesus Christ.” his 
tion” for May writes, “It more important instruct 
your pupils your actions than your words, for order 
persuade them you must first practice.” hath done all 
things well,” the tribute paid the Divine Master. 


Religion, His Core Curriculum Moral Education 

“Philosophy should present conception life that 
firmly established well sound principles conduc: and 
worthy ideals.” his schools, St. Salle goes far beyond 
Dr. Hutchins’ suggestion that metaphysics made the uni- 
fying study the university. According Brother Leo: 
still more important factor the success the schools 
lished St. Salle was his happy manner re- 
ligion the center educational life. Religion with him not 
mean merely memorizing the catechism; meant takiny God 
into account everything do. The class exercises 
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and ended with prayer; and frequent intervals during the 
day pupil would rise and reverently say aloud, ‘Let re- 
member that are the holy presence God.’ Whereupon 
teacher and pupils would pause for moment their work 
and silently make brief act adoration. every classroom 
crucifix, and pictures our Lord, the Most Blessed Virgin 
and St. Joseph adorned the walls. The holy founder brought 
both teachers and pupils realize that religion the biggest 
thing life, the most interesting thing life, the most im- 
portant thing life.” Significant also 
was name given his Congrega- 
Brothers the Christian 
Schools. His followers were 
but Christian schools, 
for their chief concern was initiate 
their pupils the imitation Jesus 
Christ. Thus, his concept the child, 
his ideal education, his unbounded 
faith the power education 
achieve his ends place him the 
front rank among the great Catholic 
educators. 

Among educators today, the integra- 
tion character considered one 
the desirable results education. 
integrated, there must one- 
ness somewhere character forma- 
tion. There can 
then, until enthrone the highest 
faculty man and decide hierarchy 
desirable characteristics. man 
before the fall there was question 
harmony. The passions obeyed reason 
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courage run counter. tradition centuries old, but his cour- 
age came from his zeal save the youth Paris and other 
cities from the vices that follow idleness and ignorance. 

his organization these schools was real pioneer 
blazed the trail. With the insight genius devised 
system schools that (1) used the vernacular the medium 
instruction; (2) grouped pupils homogeneously that they 
might taught simultaneously; (3) adapted the instruction 
the needs the pupils, for realized that poor children 
France would eventually into the 
trades business rather than into 
the learned professions; pro- 
vided trade vocational schools 
some which boys alternated be- 
tween school and industry; (4) em- 
-braced high schools academies, 
boarding schools, and schools for the 
children nobles—in word, 
schools for boys who wished more 
cultural education; (5) and finally, 
crowning achievement, included 
normal schools where his Brothers 
and lay teachers might trained, 
for realized that few teachers for 
these schools would recruited from 
the graduates universities. His 
organization embraced every type 
school to, and including, the normal 
school. And all this was planned with 
perfect vision the specific end for 
each school, and with marvelous 
wisdom selecting the best means 
accomplish the ends proposed. This 
was stupendous achievement when 


reason obeyed God. The more per- 
fectly can restore harmony, the 
more perfectly will integrate char- 
acter. The disturbing factor here passion. sin that dis- 
integrates character for sin implies rebellion against reason, 
will, conscience, and against God. Then the hierarchy 
desirable characteristics there can doubt. Disobedience 
God’s law was the first sin. Conformity with God’s will 
through love for Him should make sin impossible. Such con- 
formity will come only through prayer, grace, the sacraments. 
That system education which aims permeate school, 
curriculum, pupils, and teachers with religion the one most 
likely succeed integrating character. How can this result 
achieved modern secular schools where the name God 
never heard; where morality and custom are often synon- 
ymous; where ethics, ethical culture the only substitute 
for moral training. There can morality without religion 
and integration character without moral discipline. The 
religious atmosphere St. Salle’s schools has been suffi- 
ciently stressed make apparent that his theory edu- 
cation character formation was primary importance.

St. Salle Pioneer Education 


Much what has been said St. Salle thus far repre- 
theory, the Catholic, the traditional conception 
education based revelation and theology. However, St. 
Salle was pioneer, reformer many practical phases 
Here his philosophy based experience and 
common sense. was the first educator organize free 
schools for underprivileged boys organize what call 
today popular, common schools. And with keen, good, com- 
mon sense, concluded that schools for children the 
the language the people should used. took 


consider the period, the condition 
education that time, and the 
difficulties involved. had prece- 
dents guide him. Yet established his organization upon 
such sound pedagogical principles that serves the model 
for our common and special schools today. 

Two examples might discussed illustrate this point. 
Before St. Salle’s time there was school prepare 
young men for business, for the army, for positions demand- 
ing practical rather than classical education. St. Salle 
realizing the need organized St. Yon model business and 
technical school supplied with good library, physical ap- 
paratus, botanical garden. the secondary school, the course 
study included history, geography, rhetoric, literature, lan- 
guages, music, bookkeeping, accountancy, geometry, mechanics, 
calculus, architecture, cosmography. This school was ideally 
planned meet the needs the pupils. Moreover, 
excellent example democracy education which does not 
mean equal opportunity for all, but rather opportunity 
for each realize the best his opportunities. The other 
example his Sunday school which was, its organization, 
similar the ideal set for the modern continuation school. 
was conducted for three hours each Sunday. There young men 
employed during the week were offered courses reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geometry, drawing, architecture, and reli- 
gion. While being taught the valuable lesson spending 
leisure time profitably rather than idleness mischief, they 
were being prepared for better positions. This sounds rather 
modern, yet St. Salle died 1719.

St. Salle’s Additional Contributions 


Let note also the following contributions: (1) His recog- 
nition the necessity supervision. the common rules 
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made provision for three distinct supervisory officers: the local 
principal, school supervisor, and the Brother provincial. This 
rule 250 years old, yet admitted that there not yet 
real supervision our secular high schools. (2) His insistence 
adequate preparation for teaching: “It would shame 
for you not know sufficiently what you have teach. This 
would criminal ignorance, which would cause the ignor- 
ance your pupils.” (Meditation for August 7.) (3) His 
concern suit instruction the capacity the students: “It 
your duty and everyday duty instruct them; also 
necessary that your instructions suited their capacity, 
otherwise they would little use them.” (Meditation for 
Low Sunday.) (4) His interest reading: “Let them procure 
and make them read good books calculated awaken religious 
sentiments and leave salutary impressions.” (Meditation 
for October 15.) (5) His successful effort make teaching 
respected profession requiring normal training for his teach- 
ers. (6) His high ideals for teachers. St. Salle’s views 
desirable teacher traits have been excellently summarized 
the Twelve Virtues Good Master, that Buisson wrote 
thus this little volume his Pedagogical Dictionary: “This 
volume perhaps, has been said, what has been most touch- 
ingly and most wisely thought and written since the 
Christ.” (7) His insistence guidance directing the 
principal interview the parents new pupils and note 
the entrance blank what particular preparation they wish 
for him (School Management). Yet organized guidance con- 
sidered having been initiated the N.E.A. Convention 
1928. (8) His recognition the very modern function vis- 
iting teachers. The School Management requires that register 
kept pupils designated visit and console sick students. 
(9) His appreciation the value practical education: 
they read, they read French, not only print but also manu- 
scripts; they write, they write something useful like promis- 
sory notes, bills, receipts, contracts, etc. our times the 
equivalent would the laboratory workshop. (10) The 
possibility that the simultaneous method would abused 
losing sight the individual while teaching group was fore- 
seen. His classes were not homogeneous our sense. Indi- 
vidual progress was recorded. gave specific instructions 
that the teacher was guide the learning activity and not 
monopolize the school period the extent rendering 
passive listener. (Rules, Ch. XII.) Moreover the teacher 
warned not come pupil’s assistance too readily for 
they will retain best what they acquire persistent personal 
effort. (11) The old schools were thought autocratic; only 
modern schools had any degree self-government. Yet the 
School Management, St. Salle lists officers with different 
duties functions the teacher cannot should 
not perform. Only great philosopher education could have 
charted his course unerringly through such diversity 
difficult, unexplored channels. 


St. Salle and Social Education 

the organization his common schools, but particularly 
that his special schools, St. Salle showed keen in- 
terest social education. Social education aims prepare the 
pupil make his optimum contribution society with satis- 
faction himself, and with profit society. This implies 
contented service for self and family, for state nation, and 
for Church. But contented service any sphere will depend 
ability and personality plus morality. That these principles 
guided St. Salle’s social education evident from the place 
religious instruction holds all his schools, and from his 
attempt, St. Yon, prepare pupils excel the particular 
field each selected. The modern terminology the only new 
feature social education. Thus hear much today social 
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aims, social projects, socialized recitations, social ‘his. 
and-that. Yet must admit that social efficiency and 
graces are times sought without the fundamental 
ground morality based religion. Newman properly 
demned the ideals the “English gentleman.” Social 
motivating force not comparable with social 
education the public-school system today suffers 
what because lacks such important base. Were the social 
amenities life, social contacts, social service, social 
neglected that “uncouth” age? St. Salle wrote 
treatise Christian Politeness which was the basis 
lessons social virtues. passage from the Twelve Virtues 
Good Master illustrates the point: “It behooves then 
combat young people the beginning certain dispositions 
opposed the common good society, and the intercourse 
man with man; boorish rudeness indomitable self- 
love, spirit contradiction, criticism, raillery, which 
condemns all and seeks only give pain.” 

How account for St. Salle’s achievements? Was 
inspired because was doing God’s work? Was 
genius? certainly was genius for organization, and was 
moreover, practical psychologist. certainly was prompted 
zeal and guided sympathy for the lot children his 
day. However account for the results, must admit that 
his achievements, his theory education was more compre- 
hensive, more fundamentally sound than that other edu- 
cators honored men like Rousseau, Locke, Spen- 
cer, Pestalozzi, Herbart. George Shuster remarks The 
Commonweal June 29, 1927: “It exaggeration say 
that this great man, the founder the Brothers the Chris- 
tian Schools, brought more basic common sense into the ele- 
mentary classroom than any other half dozen educators his- 
tory.” not time for historians recognize the permanent 
contribution St. Salle has made the philosophy 
education 


Appreciation His Work 

appreciation the work St. Salle found the 
Manuel D’Historie Pedagogie Herment (Brussels, 
1923) “The firm and kind discipline the new Institute, the 
attention detail attention one might 
easily call too detailed until attempted replace in- 
troduced into the school fidelity ordinary obligations that 
essential well-ordered and laborious life. That exacti- 
tude daily task would appear singularly meritorious today 
since the fetich total liberty, carefree and easy life has 
relaxed the subordinations necessary the practice exact- 
ing duties. gave his pedagogy, the simultaneous 
method, and instruction the mother tongue, new and 
most fortunate orientation. School organization was perfected, 
trained teachers were supplied; the schools were ready 
satisfy the new needs society evolution.” 

Saint, the pioneer popular education, the father mocern 
pedagogy, the model for Christian professors, the 
Christian schools, and the protector youth, the late 
Rev. Wm. O’Brien Pardowe, S.J., after noting the fact ‘hat 
the world indebted him for the present system 
and methods class instruction, pointed out very impo: ant 
fact for every true educator: “We must not, however 
this that Saint Salle believed the many effem ate 
educational methods much vogue today. did 
sider part the true educator remove every diffi 
from the boys’ young men’s path; this would cruel 
ness. Brush aside every twig, reasons the model er; 
hold back every brier bush that might catch the child’s 
ment, scratch his hands, journeys along the 
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knowledge, and when steps forth from the classroom into 
the busy world, will met very forest gnarled 
oaks, “mammoth trees” and barbed undergrowth, without 
inkling having been vouchsafed him how cut his 
way through them reach the goal. Remove every stone, 
our true educator, from before the boy’s feet the 
classroom and will find these selfsame stones heaped 
high, and massed together, quits school 
upon real, everyday life. There will kindhearted 
alongside him then, sapper and miner for him, 
for the pupil himself, will have had practice 
the converting stumbling blocks into stepping stones; and 
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enable him the hewing for himself.” 

conclusion, let quote concluding paragraph from 
Brother Leo’s interesting biography, The Story St. John 
Baptist Salle: “St. Salle has been called edu- 
cational genius. Perhaps are now able see why. genius 
man, specially gifted God, who does some one thing 
supremely well, who considerably ahead his times, who 
discards old and timeworn methods, and invents ways doing 
things that are practical and praiseworthy. Shakespeare was 
dramatic genius, Napoleon was military genius, Wagner was 
musical genius. And St. John Baptist Salle was 
educational genius.”

the philosophy experimentalism. This 
philosophy holds that experience the 
stuff which life and man are made. 
Man some way his experience. 
essentially interaction with his en- 
vironment, physical and social. Intel- 
ligence just peculiar form this 
interaction. Society and social experience 
are thus somehow part man. One 
exponent this philosophy has said that 
apart from his environment man 
mere abstraction. 

Man, experience, and society are essen- 
tially condition change. This 
change the very fabric life. 
Everything changes. Ends well 
means change. There are eternal veri- 
ties. not know “what the next 
generation will need believe.” su- 
perimpose our ideas youth deny 
democracy. Democracy means way 
living which the standard truth and 
right internal authority how 
works when tried.” The basis all au- 
thority the scientific method which 
constitutes “the sole authentic mode 
revelation.” 

This is, brief, the philosophy ex- 
perimentalism. Not all teachers pro- 
gressive schools hold this philosophy. 


Progressive education, movement, 


professedly espouses it. 

have time present critique 
this philosophy life. must suffice 
say that know truly what thing 
only when know what for, then 
the philosophy experimentalism does 
not know what man nor what democ- 
racy is. Experimentalism thinks that 
man for democracy, and thinks that 
democracy for more democracy. 

Insofar progressive education repre- 
sents the philosophy experimentalism, 
unacceptable and dangerous, subver- 
sive all that true and good. Insofar 


examine progressive education only 
reject it. 

The second statement which are 
consider this: Progressive education 
exemplifies certain principles teaching 
which are fundamentally accord with 
the nature man. 

must pause for minute inquire 
how education representing philos- 
ophy which effectively misunderstands 
the nature man can develop principles 
teaching which are truly accord 
with this nature. The reason is, believe, 
very simple. its philosophy, progres- 
sive education preoccupied with 
child nature its own creation. its 
actual experimentation, working 
with children whom God has made. 
arrives true ways teaching spite 
its false premises because the children 
incidentally, the are 
what they are and not what the philos- 
ophy experimentalism would have 
them be. The philosophy quietly 
outwitted human nature. 

teaching that intend review progres- 
sive education some detail. these 
principles progressive education has, 
convinced, much commend it. 


Some Sound Principles 


order present and evaluate these 
principles progressive education, 
shall first mention certain attributes 
which must characterize any education 
making reasonable claims true.

not invalidate the principle itself. Pro- 
gressive education believes that children 
should think, and gives them time 
it. Paradoxically, although progressive 
education does not believe that children 
are rational animals, treats 
they are. would die for our definition 
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man; yet have had, least ‘he 
past, some classrooms, certainly, from 
cult deduce our belief man’s ratic 
nature. 

Progressive education gives 
tunity not only for the exercise the 
tellect but also for that the 
although believes not the 
nor yet the will. its sincere atten 
begin with child experience and inter- 
ests, engage the child activities 
which interest and effort co-operate. 
presents the child with proper motives 
for learning. have not time into 
the matter here, but if, Father Lind- 
worsky says his work the training 
the will, “the whole capital the will 
lies the motives,” then the progressive 
school making application valid 
principle teaching.

above the fourth- fifth-grade levels, 
all the values progressive educa- 
tion can realized through curriculum 
according somewhat flexible 
lines which allow for in- 
wherever seems necessary 


and think that you will find 


that extreme insistence integrated 
comes from those who hold 
most consistently the philosophy 
and the organismic psy- 
chology with which has allied itself. 
this connection must consider 
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the tendency progressive education 
look with suspicion subject-matter- 
called. There certain subject matter 
the child should learn. Much this can- 
not learned merely by-product 
following through some problem proj- 
ect. other words, much this ma- 
terial will elude learning incidental 
methods. Children need give direct 
attention reading, arithmetic, 
spelling, and the facts history and 
geography. The best practice seems 
favor providing special reading periods. 
The multiplication facts are not truly 
learned incident the building 
doll house any number doll 
houses. may possible initiate the 
learning such subject matter mean- 
ingful project activities, but not pos- 
sible achieve mastery this way. 
Progressive education has not eliminated 
the need for what call drill, and 
not probable that any education ever 
will. 

hear contradictory judgments 
the success progressive education 
achieving satisfactory standards scho- 
lastic achievement. There are the 
present time certain experiments prog- 
ress which seem show that the chil- 
dren progressive schools actually excel 
children taught more formal methods. 
the other hand, the recent meeting 
the American Association School 
Administrators, the group prominent 
educators calling themselves Essential- 
ists place the blame progressive edu- 
cation for low scholarship attainment 
our elementary and secondary schools.

Some progressive schools have un- 
doubtedly gone extremes interpret- 
ing practice John Dewey’s statement, 
prefer have children say not 
own experience have found true 
that very often the people who endorse 
these extreme people who 
not quite understand what progressive 
education all about. Some them give 
little evidence knowing what John 
Dewey actually teaches. has more 
than once repudiated certain these 
practices progressive schools. in- 
teresting note that recent address 
entitled “Experience and Education,” 
clearly distinguishes between desirable 
and undesirable practices which have 
grown under the name progressive 
education. know that indefensible prac- 
tices are being exemplified some pro- 
gressive schools. not believe that 
they are essential progressive edu- 
cation. 
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should like now present for con- 
sideration one mark progressive edu- 
cation which consider most significant. 
the notion attendant concomit- 
ant learnings. 


Attendant Learnings 


When are teaching, usually have 
some particular knowledge information 
the direct learning acquired 
the child. wish him, for instance, 
learn about the voyages Henry 
Hudson.

Progressive education consciously tries 
build desirable concomitant learn- 
ings. believe that the importance 
these learnings can scarcely over- 
estimated. may pause note that 
there has been much thought given re- 
cently the attendant learnings char- 
acterizing the teachings religion our 
Catholic schools. 

Thus far have been considering 
how progressive education provides for 
the child individual. Now must 
inquire whether recognizes that the 
child social being. Anyone who 
knows anything all about progressive 
education knows that could almost 
epitomized the phrase “the child 
society.” insists that the school should 
embryonic society, that education 
understanding contemporary 
Social group living, social situations are 
the very atmosphere the progressive 
school. 

There are many aspects this fact 
which should developed this point. 
really should stop analyze their 
conceptions society, freedom, and 
especially authority. Because our 
limited time, must forego all that. 
going take just one point for 
consideration. 

Progressive education tells 
peatedly that children must learn situ- 
ations typical those which the learn- 
ing used. This principle relied 
extensively bringing about any 
social learnings. must learn democ- 
racy practicing it. can learn what 
called “social living” only way 
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social living the school. 

There certain amount truth 
this way, and perhaps this way 
learn them best. Whether not learn 
abstract, basic principles this method 
do. very probable that not. 
learn principles the careful and 
intensive application the intellect. 
Principles endure, while social applica- 
tions them change and will always 
change. Principles may profitably il- 
lustrated and supplemented social 
situations the school. They are prob- 
ably not learned and assimilated. 
Again think that you will find that the 
people who insist this point are those 
who espouse the philosophy experi- 
mentalism with its creed essential 
change and its denial enduring truth.

Dear Editor: 


teachers who, this puzzling present day and 
age, ponder much what the future may hold 
reserve for us, for our pupils, and for our 
Catholic grade schools for all our schools. Just 
what exactly it, that lies out there beyond 
the visible perspective, wait for our system 
elementary education? one knows, but 
there are many conjectures, some them suffi- 
ciently disquieting even for the most optimistic 
among us. Smaller Catholic families, correlative 
decreasing enrollment Catholic schools, large 
percentage our children public institutions, 
and acute financial are serious 
problems.

This morning returned with flock 
little scholars, after hearing Mass our parish 
church, counted one, two, three, possibly 
twenty more Catholic children, from our im- 
mediate neighborhood, passing their way 
the public school, five blocks down the street. 

All them called 
out heartedly “Good morning, Sister.” 
Now those children should have been with 
church this morning. They should our 
school. They belong there; they would happy 
there. But how shall entice them within our 
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gates? For must try gather these 
little wandering sheep, otherwise shall 
fearfully recreant our duty. 

were ask those Catholic children, who 
passed this morning their way the 
public school, why they not come us, 
most them would reply, “Because parents 
cannot afford pay tuition.” few would 
tell that their father, mother, was not 
Catholic, and another few, that they did not 
know. But the the main objec- 
tion. know, however, that the tuition bogie 
too often merely theoretical excuse the 


lips lukewarm, careless parents. really 


excuse that can rendered inoperative often- 
times, attack the right way. Most 
Catholic parents can convinced that our sys- 
tem education worthy their support. 
They can even convinced— most them 
anyway —that there such disagreeable fact, 
expense for “upkeep,” and that the yearly 
item for salaries averages about one dollar 
day for the individual teacher, our school 
system. 

Oh, are moderate, almost unbelievably so. 
And yet the possibility remains that our modera- 
tion might even more moderate. Possibly 
could make our expenses even little less ex- 
pensive, and, the same time make Catholic 
education more universally accessible, but not 
whit less effective. 

Very often, these latter times, hear the 
strange assertion, “It costs very much 
Catholic.” The implication here that costs 
too much dollars and cents. Yes, Catholicity 
expensive, but Catholicity eminently worth the 
price. However, we—Catholic teachers and 
others connected with our could 
investigate with view further retrenchment 
for the general good. Probably can get along 
five cents “per capita,” which 
intend levy next week our school. Nickels 
count up, especially have three four 
children from one home. can get along with- 
out that picture, that clock, that gift which 
wish purchase for someone. con- 
ceivable that the beneficiary would just 
happy without the gift with it. Let mimeo- 
graph our examinations, whether they reli- 
gious, educational, psychological. Examinations 
are horribly unattractive their very best. Let 
not render them more objectionable put- 
ting price upon them. 

know some Catholic grade schools which 
teachers accumulate nickels and dimes for in- 
cidental expenses, businesslike and entertaining 
manner.

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Either lor Philosophy: Dewey and 
Progressive Education 


good deal educational discussion reduced the over- 
simple form “either/or.” Professor Dewey Democracy 
and Education has done education excellent service exam- 
ination many these either/or alternatives contemporary 
education. his new book, Experience and Education, does 
another excellent piece analysis the contemporary con- 
flict between “traditional” and “progressive” education. 

Professor Dewey’s analysis his first chapter which 
our only concern today suggests times the rather startling 
conclusion that the progressive educators have not always 
understood intelligently interpreted Professor Dewey him- 
self. They seemingly have fallen into the “either/or” fallacy. 
They have indulged themselves “labels that express and 
continue schism. 

The statements the alternatives patterns 
organization and spirit are familiar and need not re- 
peated. The issue will turn upon the philosophy experience 
which underlies the educational effort. 

The reaction progressive educators their interpretation 
traditional education has largely been one rejection and 
negation frequently complete and absolute. Dewey’s own 
warning certainly pertinent, and his chiding those who 
have not always understood that pendulum may swing too far 
gentle enough but effective. Says Professor 

“We might through all the points difference between 
the new and the old education and reach similar conclusions. 
When external control rejected, the problem becomes that 
finding the factors control that are inherent within ex- 
perience. When external authority rejected, does not follow 
that all authority should rejected, but rather that there 
need search for more effective source authority. Because 
the older education imposed the knowledge, methods, and the 
rules conduct the mature person upon the young, does 
not follow, except upon the basis the extreme Either/Or 
philosophy, that the knowledge and skill the mature person 
has directive value for the experience the immature. 
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the contrary, basing education upon personal experience may 
mean more multiplied and more intimate contacts between 
mature and the immature than ever existed the traditional 
school, and consequently more, rather than less, guidance 
others. The problem, then, is: how these contacts can estab- 
lished without violating the principle learning through per- 
sonal experience. The solution this problem requires 
thought-out philosophy the social factors that operate 
constitution individual experience.” 

Professor Dewey makes strong point another place 
his first chapter. has been customary answer the criticism 
some contemporary educational practices invoking edu- 
cational principles. This has too often been considered con- 
clusive. course, not so. But let Professor Dewey tell 
why: 

“What indicated the foregoing remarks that the gen- 
eral principles the new education not themselves solve 
any the problems the actual practical conduct and 
management progressive schools. Rather, they set new prob- 
lems which have worked out the basis new phi- 
losophy experience. The problems are not even recognized, 
say nothing being solved, when assumed that 
suffices reject the ideas and practices the old education 
and then the opposite extreme.

Without pressing these 
defects the point exaggeration, they least illustrate 
what meant theory and practice education which 
proceeds negatively reaction against what has been cur- 
rent education rather than positive and constructive 
development purposes, methods, and subject-matter the 
foundation theory experience and its educational 
potentialities. 

“Tt not too much say that educational philosophy 
which professes based the idea freedom may be- 
come dogmatic ever was the traditional education which 
reacted against. For any theory and set practices dog- 
matic which not based upon critical examination its own 
underlying principles.” 

Too often Catholic educators have adopted the “either/or” 
conception particularly toward new contemporary educa- 
tional practices. Sister Joseph Mary Raby her doctoral dis- 
sertation the Catholic University has given fine analysis 
the new education, avoiding the either/or attitude.

One reads with pride the comments not only the Pope, 
the members the College Cardinals, and the members 
the American hierarchy, but the non-Catholic leaders 
every walk American life. There repeated over and over 
again the tribute the “noble American,” “great spiritual 
leader,” the “beloved Cardinal,” “great human soul.” 
called “the first citizen,” “prince charity,” the “human- 
itarian” great man, great prelate, great social 

Archbishop Mitty adds the name Hayes reverently the 
group great American prelates, Carroll, Gibbons, and 
Hughes. adds, too, note universally recognized: “While 
did great things for God and country, retained the 
human touch, and affability, kindness, friendship, priestli- 
ness, won the hearts millions.” 

The metropolitan city the country with all its national 
cross currents, and with its sources national propaganda, 
strategic place for the makers public opinion. This 
especially true New York. And fortunate, indeed, that 
the Roman Catholic Church had its representative, Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes. cannot review Cardinal Hayes’ work 
detail but there are two aspects his work that were brought 
out the recent commentary his life that should men- 
tioned. Cardinal Hinsley, Archbishop Westminster Eng- 
land, points out significant service Cardinal Hayes 
keeping with his general character and his deep interest 
the poor and needy.

But the fundamental outlook guiding this denunciation ex- 
treme social doctrines and exploitation the poor was twofold, 
his religious and ethical views Christianity, and his Amer- 
icanism. While his life always manifested his Americanism 
all its activities, found probably its most significant expres- 
sion his address the Texas legislature 1931, when 
said: 

proud that sit the Senate the Church Cardinal, 
Senate members from all parts the world, and when 
sit there Cardinal, under Cardinal’s robes heart that 
pulsates with the highest sentiments gratitude the Almighty 


God that the same time American citizen. 

Catholicism and Americanism much-needed 
example keep before the people the United States 
hear often the propaganda that they are antithetical, 
The falsehood most easily refuted the embodiment 
the truth human life. Cardinal Hayes’ public life was 
complete refutation the falsehood. 

One cannot help but notice the rising tide anti-Semitism 
this country —and this particularly true New York 
City. Cardinal Hayes saw all human beings members one 
great family expressing the brotherhood Man under the 
Fatherhood God. His charity went out all men. was 
believer racialism exaggerated nationalism. loved 
all God’s creatures. was turn loved all. was 
opposed anti-Semitism. promoted co-operation among all 
religious groups for worthy ends. The Reverend Everett 
Clinchy, Protestant minister, says: 

Protestants and Jews well Catholics the National Con- 
ference Jews and Christians mourn the loss Cardinal Hayes. 
His life achieved new degree justice, amity, understanding, 
and co-operation among Catholics, Jews, and Protestants 
New York. 


the paeans praise his life, which included the Gov- 
ernor the State New York, the mayor New York City, 
cabinet officers, and clergymen all denominations, two state- 
ments Jewish Rabbis express succinctly the public opinion 
Cardinal Hayes. Rabbi Israel Goldstein said: 

The quality sweet reasonableness and tender compassion 
which Cardinal Hayes personified made him transcendent 
personality. 

Rabbi Isidore Frank puts thus: 

gentle soul, great priest, servant God, lover humanity 
and noble American. 

May the spirit Cardinal Hayes save New York from the 
divisive and disintegrating effects racial prejudice, and 
allay its rising promote co-operation among all 
God’s human creatures.

Figure Drawing, Animal Drawing, Object Drawing 
Sister Margaret Angela, S.H.N. 


Figure drawing constitutes one the most 
delightful subjects for art lesson, which 
boys and girls every grade truly enjoy. 
There that playful, amusing, and 
intensely fascinating drawing something 
which seems move, and breathe, and creates 
activity the flat surface the paper. 
the same time, there are definite aims and 
reasons known the instructor underlying 
the utility figure drawing. develops ob- 
servation, regarding the costumes the differ- 
ent peoples, dresses, trimmings. Design 
brought into play which opens avenue for 
individual touches, particularly the lower 
grades, where the general application the 
lesson uniform. Grouping and arrangement 


figures develops the sense, feeling for 
proportion, balance. Figure drawing enters 
into poster work, pictorial composition, illus- 
tration. Activity characteristic children. 
They work for their pictures, and there 
better way express than through 
the medium figure drawing. 

Let first become familiar with the differ- 
ent foundations from which may developed 
fascinating figures. There are four ‘structural 
forms which are useful, well successful 
all grades.

the upper grades the pupils will under- 
stand, clear and simple explanation 
given, that faces, drawn well, require 
long hours study, but for our playful fig- 
ures, circles are more enjoyable, and more 


expressive. 
The Loop Figure 

have found that the most successful draw- 
ings, unique originality, charming effects, 
and delightful arrangement, 
worked out the loop basis, using three 
sizes. The children are universally alive the 
possibilities they see creating these living 
characters, playfully quaint, vibrant color, 
and humorously fascinating. 

the lower grades, this plan very much 
more attractive the average child than the 
stick figure. Old ladies, their quaint shawls. 
aprons, and market baskets, are simple and 
effective. Little people many lands, their 
characteristic costumes work out splendidly 
strong definite lines, with opportunity for 
the exercise creative ability the designs 
and the colors applied. 


Circle Figures 
The figure built three sizes circles, 
caricatures, true, but entertaining, holds 
vast field for individual development 
design and originality. These figures are gen- 
erally cut-out circles, pasted onto 
ground, and then designed. 


Square Figures

The drawing toys enjoyable lesson 
objects. single toy sufficient material 
for the lower grades, then increase uneven 
group three and five, for composition work, 
the upper grades. 

There are many simple but charming toys 
draw as: jack the box, tin soldiers, toy 
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animals, clowns, balls, balloons, rag dolls, and 
the mechanical toys. Oh, there are ever 
many other unique and amusing playthings, 
which children know far better than their 
teachers. avoid fussy, small, impossible 
toys selected draw, well, the begin- 
ning the lesson (from fourth grade through 
eighth grade) have the boys and girls, 
the class, suggest seven eight toys which 
are feasible draw.

Psychologists stress the 
necessity constant, patient drill the in- 
termediate grades since this the 
and habit-form:ng stage” the child. For- 
tunately. repetition familiar movements 
familiar ideas has fascination for most 
children. the consciousne:s skill the 
activity itself develops there accompany- 
ing feeling pleasure, satisfaction, and pride 
which will motivate the 

Nevertheless, the experienced teacher knows 
the drudgery involved drill work. The 
greater part the day must spent just 
such work, and there monotonous rou ine 
for teachers and pupils the learning the 
fundamentals. possible impress upon 
pupil the natural value advantage his 
need the skill, this motivation must not 
neglected. If, however, such intrinsic interests 
not appeal motivation for practice 
and drill then motivate drills in- 
terest. Appeals will made number 
instincts the skillful teacher. 

Many games, devices, and projects have 
been suggested aid motivating drill 
work the secular studies; but little has 
been done this line motivate drill 
Christian doctrine. The same teacher who has 
just played clever language game drill 
the verb demons will heard her cate- 
chism class use such expressions “You 
had better study your catechism, Father 
coming tomorrow and you miss you 
will have write the answer five times 
recess.” preparing her confirmation class 
the teacher may say: “You had better study 
this question the Bishop might ask you.”

Oral Spelling

Mathematics Football for Accuracy 
Sister Francene, O.S.B. 


divided our Mathematics class into two 
football teams. captain and secretary were 
chosen for each side.
